WEATHER. 


An epidemic of diphtheria at Smethwick is 
attributed by Dr. Hugh Paul, the Medical 


| Officer of Health, to the fact that the recent 


“muggy” and foggy weather has rendered 
throats, especially those of the young, very 
susceptible to the disease. 

There has been a growing list of cases at 

Smethwick for the past. three months, and 
last week the authorities announced that 
there was an epidemic at the present time, 
and urged parents to take precautions by 
having their children between the ages of 
nine months and fourteen years inoculated. 
_ There have been between 150 and 200 cases 
in Smethwick during the last three months, 
and the hospital accommodation is almost 
exhausted. re aid of other local authorities 
will have to be sought if the number of cases 
does not decline. 

Birmingham, Smethwick’s next-door neigh- 
bour, is normal in regard to diphtheria cases.

RESPONSE TO PRIME 


MINISTER'S APPEAL. 
——— 


Some indication of the extensive work 
carried out by the Unemployed Grants Com- 
mittee is revealed by the rt of the Com- 
mittee for the iod from June 11, 1929 to 
August 30, 1930, which was issued in London 
yesterday. 

Between June 11, 1929 and August 30, 
1929, the Committee recommended grants in 
respect of 147 schemes, estimated to cost 
£1,665,000, and between August 31, 1929, and 
August 30, 1930, 2,026 schemes, estimated to 
cost £41,770,000. At August 30 last the 
Committee had under consideration 1,103 
schemes, estimated to cost £16,156,000.

MANSLAUGHTER.

At an inquest at Herne Bay last night 
the jury returned a verdict ot manslaughter 
against Charlotte Mellor, foster-mother of 
George Page, aged eighteen months, the 
child of an unmarried domestic servant 
living at Holt, Norfolk. 

Sir Bernard Spilsbury said that there were 
bruises on almost every part of the child’s 
head, limbs, and body. There was a big 
bruise on the top of the head, which caused 
coma and hemorrhage of the brain. There 
was no disease in the brain or elsewhere to 
account for death, which, in his opinion, 
was due to violence. The injury would 
result in immediate unconsciousness and 
death, either a few minutes later or within 
a few hours. He agreed that some of the 
bruises might have been caused by the child 
falling about, but certainly not the bruise 
on the top of the head, which was the cause 
of death. He did not consider that any 
child of eighteen months should be caned. 
The injury was not caused by the hand, but 
by some object, or it might have been 
caused by a fall from a great height. 

“I have very rarely met with such 
uumerous injuries on the body of a young 
child,. except in cases where there has been 
great violence employed,” he added. 

According to the police evidence, when 
a sergeant arrived at a doctor’s surgery he 
found the child lying dead on the sofa, and 
Mrs. Mellor said that the child had injured

The Coroner said that death was appa- 
rently due to coal gas poisoning. 

Mrs. Edith Buckley Jones, of Cefn, Bryn- 
taleh, Abermyl, Montgomeryshire, his 
mother, said that her son got depressed at 
times. He was married, but had not lived 
with his wife for some time. 

‘GLOOM AND MELANCHOLY.” 

The Coroner read a letter, an extract from 
which stated :—‘‘ The Christmas festivities 
throw gloom and melancholy over me, and 
make me very poor company. I find it much 
better to remain more or less alone and de- 
vote myself to some quiet work.” 

Dr. Bronte said that the cause of death 
was coal gas poisoning. He found no signs 
: whatever of alcohol. 

Dr. Barnard Van Dieven, the Dutch com- 
poser, who had known Heseltine for fifteen 
or sixteen years, said that when they had 
a drink together on Tuesday night Heseltine 
was perfectly normal. The only reason for 
his taking his life, in the witness’s opinion, 
was that Heseltine must have, in the early 
morning, suddenly awakened, felt miserable, 
and for some reason or another, did some 
thing that he could not really have con- 
templated

AIR MINISTRY HOPEFUL.

Naming a XCiil. 


I have seen ships named, but I must 
confess that I never saw a mill.named. 
nor did I think that such a ceremony had 
ever taken place until I read the other 
day an account of how a mill was 
named at Mullingar about two hun- 
dred years ago. The Mullingar correspon- 
dent of a Dublin paper wrote stating that 
on December 23rd, 1736, Mr. Fagan, the

He then proceeds to say that 
the usual loyal toasts were drunk “‘ with 
beat of drum, sound of trumpets, and dis- 
charge of small arms.” “ Afterwards,” 
he says, “two chests of oranges and 
lemons, with the just proportion of spirits. 
etc., were thrown to the millstones, and 
the mill was set going. The same ingre- 
dients were immediately ground down to 
punch through a conduit prepared, 
which conveyed the liquor into a cistern 
outside for the use of the ulace, who 
also drank the aforesaid toasts. with 
acclamations of joy.”’ Finally, we are 
informed that “the whole concluded with 
the ‘ Dusty Miller.’ admirabtv well danced 
by Mr. Fagan and his wife.” 


Retort Courteous. 


Brevity would seem to be beloved by 
Irishmen connected with the drama. Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw’s postcard replies 
are world famous. Yet he is not the first 
Irishman to adopt such methods, James 
Quin, the eighteent> century Irish actor, 
was notoriously vain. At an age when most 
people would contemplate an- honourable 
retirement he was still eager to appear 
before an audience, which he was sure was 
anxious to see him.

An Expensive Hamper. 


A friend who recently received a 
‘Christmas hamper from England tells me 
that, in spite of the fact that it was 
carriage paid all the way, he was obliged 
to pay a i y 30s. before he could 
obtain delivery. It contained a variety of 
Christmas eatables and drinkable. Every 
one of these commodities was classified in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
Customs import list, and a duty of at least 
2s. 6d. was levied on every dutiable 
article, in addition to a Customs entry 
stamp value 6d. Even the free goods were 
liable to the stamp tax of 6d. per item. 
It certainly takes the gilt from the ginger- 
bread when the recipient has to pay so 
much duty to the State on his seasonable

An Asteroid Astray. 


The striking announcement was made a 
little while ago that a planet had gone 
astray, The wandering body was the 
minor planet Eros, discovered in 1898 by 
D. Witt, a Berlin astronomer, and possess- 
ing the distinction of being the heavenly 
body that comes nearest the earth, our 
satellite excepted. The error in this case 
amounts to some sixty thousand miles, a 
seemingly alarming EYE but really small 
when the extent of the planet's gyration 
is considered, whose orbit is measured in 
hundreds of millions of miles. [Eros 
revolves round the sun in 643 days, and, 
therefore, takes less time than Mars, 
whose period is forty-four days longer. 
Its orbit comes closest to the earth on the 
22nd of January, and, if the little planet 
should be in opposition then, the circum- 
stances are very favourable for deter- 
mining the solar parallex, or sun’s 
distance, from the earth. At present it 
is making a near approach, when its 
distance will not much exceed sixteen 
million miles. It is never brighter than 
a seventh magnitude star, and its diameter 
is only about seventeen miles. The force 
of gravitation on Eros must, therefore, 
be so small that a man weighing 12st. 
here would merely weigh a third of a 
pound: there, assuming its density to be 
like that of the earth. The entire surface 
of the planet is not much greater than 
half the area of Yorkshire. Tiny as it is, 
it may not be absolutelv destitute of air 
and water; yet it is difficult to conceive 
it as being the possible abode of life. 


The Voice of —?. 


With the ‘“‘talkies,’’ evidently, things 
are not always what they seem. A case 
has just been heard in the London courts 
wherein an actor sought damages against 
a film-producing company because the 
voice that was supposed to be his was that 
of another. The defence was that the 
voice was not suited to the “ talkies ” and 
that a substitute had to be found. How- 
ever, damages were given against the pro- 
ducers. 

It has been known for some time that 
there are ‘‘ substitute voices ” in use for 
some of the leading “stars” of the 
‘talkie’? world, and it is a little dis- 
concerting to the ardent “ talkie fan ' to 
discover that his or her pet “star” has 
a voice or an accent such as no audience 
could be asked to tolerate. One hopes that 
some of the voices, nasal and tinny, which 
are heard from the ““talkies” are those 
of substitutes; but, if they are, I cannot 
derive a high estimate of the “stars” 
vocal powers. Hollywood must endeavour 
to secure yet more voice-trainers from

The British 
public is quick tó notice the difference, and 
will pay the extra price for Danish, which 
is always fresh, and has consequently a fresh 
and pleasant aroma and flavour. e Dane 
has established himself on the English 
market. im an invulnerable position owing to 
quality and reliability during many years of 
trading, and, while at present. Irish butter 
cannot oust him, it is quite possible for 
Irish butter to improve its “pry very 
considerably by taking a leaf out of the 
Dane’s book. In the past Irish butter was 
uncertain in quality, but, owing to the Free 
State Government’s Dairy Produce Act, the 
quality and uniformity of Irish butter have 
improved immensely, and, if it is sold fresh 
on the Danish principle, the gain to the 
dairying trade in the future will be sub- 
stantial, both in price and in the incrvased 
quantity gé gy to England.”’ 

It will take time and patience to gain 
these advantages, and it is only by a settled 
policy of ‘‘selling while fresh” that the 
wgAocirs? of any progress in the futur’ can 

established. New Zealand, Australia and 
the Argentine have to ship their butter 
thousands of miles before marketing, and 
are, therefore, at a great disadvanta:e 
compared with us; vet we seem to he 
anxious to store our butter, and thus wipe 
out our geographical advantage and lower 
our standard of quality, so that we have to 
compete with them insttad of being able to 
command the lion’s share of the trade due 
to the freshness of our butter. Once we can 
guarantee onr butter as being always fresh, 
ws can surely ask the British public—if they 
buy British first—that, in their own 
interests, they buy Irish next, as every 
shilling spent on Irish produce finds its way 
back to England. Of every shilling that 
they spend on Danish produce about 2d. 
finds its way back to England.—Yonrs,

AN APPRECIATION. 
By Lynn Dovytzs. 


I have been asked to write something about 
my friend, Neil Munro, who is dead. We 
can do nothing for the dead, we who are 
laymen ; but we can do a little for the living 
who loved them, by telling of the pleasure 
and the interest and the joy that those whom 
we shall see and hear no more have brought 
into our lives. There is no one living who 
knew Neil Munro but was the happier for 
having known him, no one whose pulse did 
not beat more lively, whose relish of life was 
not sharpened, while he was in Neil Munro’s 
company. The word ‘“‘charm” has been 
abused ; but there is no other word possible 
for the intangible magic that radiated from 
his personality. He was humorous without 
being a mocker; he was sympathetic without 
being sentimental; he saw life clearly, and 
was not embittered. If you had spent an 
hour in his company, you would have laughed 
often and heartily; and when you 
quitted him you would have smiled to your- 
self now and then all the rest of the day. 

He was a Gael of the Gaels; the love of 
the Highlands was in his heart’s core; but 
he was also of a Puritan simplicity and 
austereness; his pleasures were of the home 
and. the hearthside, the neighbourly 
“crack,” the friendly glass He was a 
creative artist; but hi reatest creations 
were his friendships. His ks will outlive 
them; but only because men are mortal. 

Of his works it is hard to say anything in 
this brief note. The fashion nowadays is to 
decry them a little.

Neil Munro. 


The death yesterday of Dr. Neil Munro 
at Helensburgh is a serious loss to Scottish 
literature. At one time Dr. Munro was 
editor of the Glasgow Evening News, but 
by the general public he will be remem- 
bered always as the author of “ John 
Splendid.” Indeed, it is not too much to 
say that what Blackmore did for Exmoor 
with ‘‘ Lorna Doone’’ Dr. Munro accom- 
plished for the Campbell country with this 
work. Scottish history is not always just 
to that powerful clan, and even fo-day the 
attitude of Highlander to Highlander 
seems to depend largely on the point 
whether the person in debate is or is 
not a Campbell. Scott in the “ Legend 
of Montrose ” used all his genius to 
decry the reputation of his hero’s enemy 
at Inverlochy. Nothing daunted, Dr. 
Munro, in his portrait of Archibald 
Campbell, Marquess of Argyll, showed 
with real insight the conflicting influences 
under which a man, naturally timid and 
owing obligations to his king, his people— 
he was virtually a monarch at Inverary— 
and his religion, must have laboured inthe 
turmoil of those days. In the hands of 
Neil Munro Archibald Campbell does not 
emerge badly from the ordeal. If on rare 
occasions he fell somewhat short of the 
standard of Seottish courage set by 
Wallace, his last days were not surpassed 
even by that paladin. It is not only in the 
purely historical field that Dr. Munro has 
deserved well of his countrymen. He 
devoted much of his time to the fostering 
of an interest in Scottish Gaelic and its 
literature. His success in this direction, 
which has not been inconsiderable, was due 
as much to his method of approach as to 
his skill. Neil Munro was content to extol 
his wares with cultured scholarship; he 
did not irritate people by a bigoted 
clamour for compulsion.

The other, and paramount, difficulty 
concerns that age-old crux of Indian 
statesmanship — the relations between 
Hindu and Moslem. British Ministers 
approached it with earnest good-will, but 
with an optimism which astonished all 
Anglo-Indians ; and to-day, after weeks of 
personal effort, the Prime Minister is a 
sadder and, perhaps, a wiser man, The 
experience of many centuries has con- 
vinced the Moslems that they can expect 
no justice from Hindu majorities. Their 
delegates at the Conference insist upon the 
maintenance of the separate electorates 
which now protect their interests, and they 
demand full value in all forms of repre- 
sentation for their existing majority in 
the Punjab and Bengal.. The Hindus are 
equally resolved that self-government shall 
be instituted under a system of common 
electorates, which would give them, sub- 
ject to certain concessions, the important 
advantages of their general majority 
throughout India. No partial concessions, 
however, have satisfied, or are likely to 
satisfy, the Moslems, and Mr. Macdonald's 
efforts to solve the deadlock failed at the 
recent meeting at Chequers. Another line 
of approach was closed last week when 
the Moslems rejected a Hindu proposal 
that Bengal should be left to the arbitra- 
tion of the Aga Khan, and that, under a 
system of joint electorates, the Moslems 
should receive fifty-one per cent. of the 
seats in the Punjab. So far, therefore, 
this vital issue has defeated both Indian 
ingenuity and British good-will. 

It becomes probable that, apart from a 
general demand for a federal scheme of 
Dominion self-government, the Conference 
will fail to agree on essential details and 
that the British Government, with the 
sanction of the Imperial Parliament. must 
select the best of the schemes which have 
been canvassed at the Conference, and 
must impose it on India. In that 
event Britain’s firmness and patience will 
be taxed to the uttermost, but she will 
have no right to complain of the almost 
inevitable outcome of an adventure which 
she undertook, as we must presume, with 
due deliberation. In one respect at least 
the Indian Conference has not been un- 
fruitful. It has converted a.- formerly 


hostile mass of British opinion to the view 
that large measures of Indian self-govern- 


ment are inevitable. Unhappily, the 
British and Indian Governments made a 
blunder for which they may pay dearly: 
they forgot that wise old proverb, 
Festina lente. We havo a high regard for 
the Viceroy’s personal virtues. His speech. 
which we report to-day, reveals the soul of 
a sincere and single-minded patriot, who

Fashion in Russia. 


It is a strange anomaly of human nature 
that women, although more prone to 
revolutions than men, are less ready to 
sufier their interference where trifles of 
personal adornment are concerned. 
Recently Communist official in Uralsk, 
Siberia, decided, with the logic common in 
such circles, that spiritual and mental 
progress was not enough. An outward 
manifestation was necessary to ensure the 
i..ward existence of proletarian grace. 
Thus they looked askance on the ‘flowing 
locks of their womenkind. To their per- 
fervid fancy such abundant tresses con- 
noted the very negation of “ modernism.” 
The fiat, therefore, went forth that every 
head must be bobbed. Unfortunately, the 
daughters of Uralsk displayed a sense of 
patriotic and civic duty sadly inferior to 
that of the Carthaginian women ‘who will- 
ingly sacrificed their hair to make bow- 
strings during the last agony of Dido’s 
city. They protested energetically, we are 
told, with the result that the dawn of the 
new era seemed to be obscured by clouds 
of unshorn tresses. The patriots of Uralsk 
were equal to the occasion. The recusant 
women were herded together in the village 
square and were forcibly “ bobbed,”’ wlule 
the offending locks—vanity of vanities— 
were collected and sent to the State raw 
material centre, where they were sold com- 
mercially. Thus the women of Uralsk are 
left to bewail the loss of their crowning 
glory—and, as we may assume in this 
weather, severe colds in the head, due to 
the enforced diminution of its natural 
covering. If Communism plays many more 
pranks of this nature, we shall expect the 
women of Russia to revolt, and a revolt 
prompted by such grievances would be 
more than the Kremlin could quell. 


India’s welfare. In his reference to the 
‘entrancing ’’ vision of India as a 
prosperous and loyal Dominion of the 
British Empire we may find the secret 
of that strength which has supported him 
through five years of perplexity and 
danger. Nevertheless, Lord Irwin 1s 
leaving a hard legacy to his successor, 
Viscount Willingdon ; for his idealism has 
encouraged ambitions which cannot be 
fulfilled. We agree that merely strong 
government is no substitute for statesman- 
ship, but in the India of to-day weak 
government and the breeding of futile 
hopes have created a problem which all 
the resources of British statesmanship may 
fail to solve.

Gold. 


When the Macmillan Committee, which 
has been holding an inquiry into trade 
and industry, comes to issue its report ib 
will be found most likely that gold is 
responsible for much of the world depres- 
sion and general slump in prices. ‘[o-dav 
there is more gold in the Treasury vaults 
of the United States than there ever was 
before—approximately eight hundred an | 
fifty millions—while in Paris the vaults 
of the Bank of France never have held so 
much as they have had recently. In 
England gold storage has been shrinkin¢ 
at the Bank of England, until it almo:' 
has reached the amount which, accordin: 
to law, must be retained as a guarantee 
for the note issue. More gold really is 
needed in London, and it is some satisfac 
tion that the value of the world’s annu:! 
production during the past twenty years 
has been as high as ninety-seven and a 
half millions in 1913, and never in one 
year has fallen below sixty-six and a half 
millions. In 1925, when the output 
amounted in value to eighty-two millions, 
the British Empire produced more thi 
two-thirds of that quantity. This inii- 
cates that the British Empire holds th 
premier position in gold production, an: 
is likely to retain it, even if we are unab'e 
to hold the precious metal. 


Motorists’ Insurance.

CRITICISING THE GOVERNMENT. 
1 am well aware tiiat there have oí tate 
een some difference of opinion within 

your own. ranks, and also a disposition in 
certain quarters to seek much-needed relief 
for feelings im criticism of the Govern- 
ment. It is, no doubt, all to the good 
that when such differences of opinion 
exist they should be freely and frankly 
stated and discussed. 

It was, moreover, certain that the times 
should have induced difierent conclusions 
iu; different minds, tending to proveke 
some to despair of anything constructive 
being accomplished; for the prevailing 
conditions in India are a challenge to 
thought, and iead all thinking men in a 
&-arch for the intellectual foundations of a 
pelitical philosophy; and where stroa< 
views are strongly held it will be natuza! 
thas strong expression will be given 
to them, and if critics are honest 
in their convictions they will not 
hesitate to apportion blame where they 
believe it to be due. 


MEETING THE CRITICS. 

But the principal target oi atvack—or, 
at all events, that with which I am mainly 
concerned—has, of course, been the 
Government, and on that I am entitled to 
speak more fully. I have myself heen the 
object of a good deal of criticism, both 
here and in England. With the latter 
this is obviously not the place, and I am 
at; present not the person, to deal; but 
general criticism in India, directed against 
myself and my Government, it is both 
my desire and my duty to meet. 

Let me make it plain, in the first 
instance, that I am the last person to 
claim that the Governments, or the 
Governor-General who presides over them, 
should be immune from public criticism. 
At the same time, although no one needs 
to have been in the business of govern- 
ment in order to know that they make 
mistakes, it is, I think, only those who 
have never been charged with the respon- 
sibility of framing policy and executive 
action who are prone to draw the conclu- 
sion that Governments are imbued with a 
double dose of the original sin of in- 
eptitude. 


‘¢+STRONG GOVERNMENT.” 

While, therefore, I welcome criticism— 
and politicians, like ,the poor man's 
donkey, think that something has gone 
seriously awry with the natural order if 
blows are no longer rained upon them—I 
think that the Government on their side 
are entitled to demand that the criticism 
be constructive, and that those who find 
fault with the action of the Government 
should take steps to place suggestions for 
8. better course in a concrete form before 
those who are occupied with the adminis- 
tration. ee 

From one quarter general criticism that 
we hear is, 0: course, that there would 
have been no trouble, or that the trouble 
would have immediately disappeared if 
only the country had what was called a 
‘“ strong Government.” I notice those on 
whose lps this phrase generally lies are 
often more unanimous in denunciation of 
tho Government than in describing in 
exact terms the matters in which Execu- 
tive action falls short of as aa and 
I find a difficulty in ascertaining c early 
what it really is they have in mind.

* SHORT CUT POLICY: 


THE PLEA FOR VIGOROUS 
ACTION, | 

The truth, I fancy, is that such critics 
are firm believers in what I call the prac- 
ticability of “short cuts.”” In “ Alice 
in Wonderland,’’ as you remember, the 
Queen had only one way of settling all 
difficulties, great and small. ‘‘ Off with 
his head,” she would say, without even 
looking round, and that policy, translated 
into terms of real life, will always offer 
powerful attractions when men are im- 


pressed with a disturbance, that is caused 
by particular agitations, and believe that 
& speedy and’ effective remedy lies ready to 
hand in the shape of vigorous Executive 
action. 

Now I think the Government can do, 
and ought to do, many things to protect 
those who want to obey the law, and to 
punish those who break it, and I am con- 
stantly told froni other quarters that we 
have done far too much. But I definitely 
do not share the view that any Govern- 
ment action, however drastic, will, or can 
be, as fy age a solvent of these troubles 
as will be the gradual force of public 
opinion, which must, sooner or later, 
awake to the fact of how mistaken is the 
course that the country is invited to pur- 
sue. 


CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE, 

The conditions, for example, of pros- 
perous and friendly commercial inter- 
course are always dependable far more 
upon public opinion than upon Govern- 
ment action, and however emphatically we 
condemn the civil disobedience movement 
—and nobody can feel more strongly than 
I the haym that it has done, and is doing, 
to the cause of India—whatever powers we 
find necessary to take to combat it so long 
as it persists, we should, I am satisfied, 
make a profound mistake if we under- 
estimate the genuine and powerful feeling 
of nationalism that is to-day animating 
much of Indian thought; and for this no 
simple, complete or permanent cure has 
ever been, or can be, found in stron: 
action by the Government. 

Before this movement started, I formed 
the definite view—which everything that 
happened since has only reinforced—that 
it would, no doubt, be possible to apply a 
far more ruthless policy of repression than 
anyone has yet suggested, and after 
a space of time, be it short or long, to 
create a desert and cal] it peace. Such 
rolievy would have involved a rizid censor- 
ship of the Press, compared to which the 
ope-ation of the Press Ordinance has been 
negligible, the strict prohibition of all 
hostile expressions of opinion of al] forms, 
the supersession of the ordinary law of 
trial, punishment over a wide field, and 
other action of a similar kind. But any 
such policy, apart from all other con- 


cessful issue. 


siderations, must be judged, not only by 
its immediate effects—let these be as 
favourable as the sternest advocate of 
the plan might desire—but through ulti- 
mate results, and these again must 
placed in relation to the wide purposes 
that you have in view.

DESIRABLE IF POSSIBLE. 

“ There is just a possibility, however,’’

be very desirable if it could be arranged ;

THE BANK OF PORTUGAL’S

Mr. JusticeWright, in the King’s Bench 
Division, London, yesterday, gave judg- 
ment for the Bank of Portugal against 
Messrs. Waterlow and Sons, Limited, 
London. 

The bank claimed damages in connection 
with the printing and supplying by Water- 
lows to a Dutchman named Marang, of 
Vasco Da Gama banknotes on the forged 
authority of the governor of the bank. 

Mr. Justice Wright said that the claim 
was originally £1,100.281, and after 
making allowance for proceeds already 
realised, £488,430, and for £80,000 in 
respect of notes which could have been 
saved, there would be judgment for the 
bank for £531,851. 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C. for de- 
fendants, suggested on that finding that 
the judgment should be £423,061. 

Mr. Justice Wright said that he could 
not have that matter argued then, but 
he would hear legal arguments on it next 
term. He saw n> reason why costs should 
not follow the event. Accordingly, he 
deferred entering judgment. 


AN EXPENSIVE CASE. 


Throughout last week Mr. Justice Wright 
sat late in order to conclude the case before 
Christmas, and yesterday’s sitting was 
specially arranged in order that he might 
give his judgment, which he had prepared 
over the week-end, 

The case is one of the most expensive of 
recent years, and it is believed that the cost 
will amount to nearly £50,000. 

His Lordship said that the claim arose out 
of a most elaborate fraud which, he supposed,

MORE BEER. 

From these figures it will be seen that 
the increase of nearly £1,000,000 in the 
Irish Free State drink bill is due chiefly 
to the increased production of beer, whicu 
was larger by 76,900 barrels than in 1928 ; 
and that while 3,000 more gallons ot 
whiskey were produced during 1929, 27,000 
gallons fewer of wine were imported. 
Since 1925, however, the production—and, 


by 91,000 gallons, and that of wine by no 
less than 307,000 gallons; so that, taking 
the consumption of alcohol all round, 
there is a big general decrease. 

A prominent temperance worker, when 
interviewed on the subject, could offer 
small explanation for the sudden and 
large increase in the nation’s drink bill. 

“We have suffered a _ set-back,’’ he 
said, “ but I believe that it is only tem- 
porary, and I think that the figures for 
1930, when they are available at the end 
of the month, will support my opinion. 
There is, of course, very much. less 
drunkenness than there was even some 
vears ago, but we have noticed that more 
drinking now takes place by young people 
at darces and such functions than was 
formerly t 2 case. If anything, we blame 
this state of affairs for the increase in the 
1929 drink bill.’’ 

SOME VIEWS.

when the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court was originally constituted 
in 1909 it consisted of the Chief Justice 
and only two other permanent members ; 
and in 1920 it was found necessary to 
increase its membership to five, 1.¢., the 
Chief Justice and four other permanent 
members. It is also to be nóted that. in 
each of these Dominions there is stil] an 
effective appeal to the Privy Council, 


OPINIONS OF JUDGES. 


In the circumstances, the Committee Had to 
consider whether it is satisfactory “that the 
Supreme Court of Saorstat Eireann, which. is, 
in effect, a final Court of Appeal, should 
consist of only three permanent members. - In 
considering this question, the Committee ‘had 
the advantage of hearing the evidence of the 
Chief Justice and of the President of the 
High Court. Both these eminent judges are 
of opinion that the Supreme Court should 
consist of more than three judges As°*a 
member of the Judiciary Committee which 
advised the Executive Council in relation fe 
the esfablishment of the Courts of Justice in 
Saorstat. Eireann in 1925, the Chief Justice 
recommended five as the number of members 
of which the Supreme Court should consist, 
but his recommendation was rejected* on 
economic grounds. In his evidence before this 


“Committee the Chief Justice again expressed 


his cpinion in favour of five judges, as 
against a smaller number, and was of 
opinion that the Supreme Court should not 
vonsist of less than four judges. He also 
pointed out that with a Supreme Court of 
three there was the possibility of an ultimate 
minority decision prevailing where the appeal

He was further of opinion that if the Supreme 
Court were to consist of five judges there 


, would be a provision that four judges should 


form a quorum. The President of the High 
Court was also of opinion that if the Supreme 
Court is to be a final Court of Appeal it 
should be made as strong as possible, and he 
considered that. a Supreme Court of five 
judges would be: more satisfactory than one 
consisting of only four. He also expressed 
the opinion, which was shared by the Chief 
Justice, that judges of the Supreme Court 
should not be called upon to assist in the 
work of the High Court. 

The Committee have given the most care- 
ful consideration to this question. They are 
convinced that the peace and credit of the 
country will depend more than on anything 


-~else on the impartial and efficient administra- 


tion of the law by courts which will have the 
confidence and respect of the people and of 
the legal profession. In the case of the 
Supreme Court as the ultimate Court of Ap- 
peal in this country they do not think that, 
efficient as it now is, and may continue to be, 
it ought to consist of only three members.

The Committee state that the witnesses 
invariably bore testimony to the work of the 
official stenographers as being remarkably 
well done. They recommend that these steno- 
graphers should be given regular official status 
on a whole-time basis, and be formed into a 
special service. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Under this head the Committee recommend 
a number of alterations in the existing law :— 
District Justices to serve until the age of 72 
instead of 65, as at present. ‘They must have 
on appointment ten years legal standing i- 
stead of six, as at present; and the same 
pension rights as Circuit Court Judges. The 
retiring ages of Circuit Court Judges to be 
increased from 70 to 75 and High Court 
dudges from 72 to 75. 
~ With regard to the powers of imniprison- 
ment exercised by the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, a District Justice is to be given dis- 
Gtetion to determine the period’ of imprison- 
ment which may be imposed in respect of 
non-payment of a usm relating to revenue 
under the control of the Revenue Commis-.

NURSES REGARDED AS 
DECORATED PUPPETS. 


— -—-—— 


A remarkable inguest story of a man who 
preferred death to seeing a doctor; thought 
nurses ' puppets,” and regarded institutions 
as places of experiment rather than of cure, 
was told to the Croydon Borough Coroner, 
Dr. H. Beecher Jackson, yesterday. 

The man was Francis James Crossley (73), 
of Pollard’s Hill, North Norbury, a retired 
maker of engineering models, who died at his 
home at midnight on December 17. 

The Coroner explained that on the 18th 
the dead man’s brother went to a Streatham 
undertaker about burial, and when the under- 
taker heard that the man had not been seen 
by a doctor, he informed the police. 


WHY NO DOCTOR WAS CALLED. 

Clarenge William Crossley, the brother, an 
elderly man, said that he, his brothér and a 
sister, all three unmarried, had lived in the 
house for 23 years, and had no outside help. 
On December 10 his brother fell, and lost 
the use of his left arm and left leg. For 
about a week they made him as comfortable 
as possible on the floor of the kitchen, and 
then he was carried to a couch in another 
room on the same floor. He was rational 
and clear in mind until the end, 

Explaining why no doctor was called, be 
said that his brother generally treated himself 
homeeopathically, and had said that he would 
sconer die than allow a doctor near him. He 
did not remember whether he (witness) had 
asked about having one, but, in any event, 
it would have been a waste of time. 

The Coroner—Did you think it better to 
have one’!—No, he did not believe in them, 
and I do not. 

NEITHER NURSES NOR HOSPITALS, 

He added that if his brother had been 
asked, he would have refused absolutely. He 
fully believed that no doctor could have done 
his brother any good. One would have been 
fetched had his brother asked, but in that 
case the witness would have had doubts 
about his br@her’s mind. 

The Coroner—Would it not have been 
better had steps been taken to provide a 
nurse ’—Well, he abominated nurses as much 
as doctors, and would have absolutely refused 
one. He looked upon them as decorated 
puppets, or something of that sort.

skilfully handled. This has not been forth- 
coming in many countries, and grave trouble 
has already occurred. more serious trouble 
threatens, both economic and political.

“SWEEP AWAY HINDRANCES ’’—MR.

Mr. George N. Barnes, the veteran trade 
unionist, for many yea Secretary of the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers, makes 
a plea for peace in industry in his contribu- 
tion. He said :— 

“The year 1931 will open in almost un- 
relieved gloom, but for my part I somehow 
feel that we have now seen the worst and 
that the coming year will see us well through 
to better trade. 

‘** Prices must surely soon adjust them- 
selves to changing conditions, the stimulus 
now operative in industry will help, and the 
international situation will improve now that 
at long last, agreement has been reach 
at Geneva in a scheme for reducing the 
veins of armaments which industry has to 
ear.

In so 
far as we in this country can deal 
with our own industrial troubles, it must be 
done, I believe, by sweeping away existing 
hindrances in the way of what might be 
culled the primary industries. 

“Why not probe deeper for causes of 
unemployment, so far as preventable? It is 
surely a matter for concern that so little pro-

“REDS” STRONGHOLD 
CAPTURED. 


2,000 COMMUNISTS KILLED 
IN CHINA, 
From REUTER'S CoRRESPONDENT. 
NANKING, Monday. 

The City of Tungku, in South Kiangsi, 
a Communist stronghold, fell last Friday 
to Government troops, according to official 
despatches just received. 

e Government forces opened a severe 
attack on Wednesday against the city, 
which for the past two years has been an 
impregnable stronghold of the notorious 
Red leader, Chutch, who was educated in 
Europe. After two days hard fighting, in 
the course of which two thousand Com- 
munist defenders were killed, the city was 
occupied by the besiegers. 

The Government troops, whose losses 
were comparatively very small, razed to 
the ground the premises occupied by the 
Soviet Government and other Communist 
organisations, and released five hundred 
captives, who had been held as hostages

Mr. Whitcombe, speaking from the body of 
described Lord Amothill’s resolu- 
tion to adjourn the meeting as “* very unfair.” 
I consider your action is not a tight one, and 
one which is tending to hide the real gravity 
of the situation, he added, heatedly. We are 
not going to have dust thrown in our eyes 
in this matter. Before we deal with the 
question of adjournment I should like to give 
you the reasons why I put forward my resolu- 
tion. This company at the present moment 
is only in its development stage.

In view of possible frost, measures will be 
taken to make some provision for keep- 
ing plants safe during its continuance.

DUBLIN’S NEW 


By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. . 
HARLEMONT House, Parnell sguare, 
Dublin, which was acguired as the 
Municipal Gallery of Modern Art and 
Civie Museum oí Dublin, shortly will be in 
the hands of builders. After a Íong-dragged- 
out, ag Ea. the plans for the Civic Art 
Gallery have been approved by the Local 
Government Ministry, and are row in the 
hands of the City Architect.

“A TERRIBLE CASE.” 

Arthur Townley and Nellie Lees, of 
Adelphi Court, Ashton-under-Lyne, Lanca- 
shire, were at Ashton yesterday each sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour, for neglect. and cruelty to their 
three children. 

The magistrate described the case as “a 
terrible one,’’ 

Mr. H. Pownall, prosecuting on behalf of 
the National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, said that this was one 
of the worst cases of child neglect that had 
ever been heard in Court. The parties, he 
said, were not married, and had had ten 
children, six of whom had died. On Sunday 
three of the children w ere put to bed and a 
lighted candle was left in the room, By 
some means one of the boys, Ronald, aged 
eight, was found to be on fire by “Nellie 
Lees. 

"“ Ripping his blazing shirt off,” said Mr. 
Pownall, ‘‘ she again put him to bed, and 
did not administer treatment. She went to a 
public-house. A doctor was not called until 
the following day, and the boy was imme 
diately removed to the infirmary, where he 
hovered between life and death for many

Mr. Pownall added that the question of 
insurance was a most important feature of 
the case, and he gave particulars of the 
deaths of six . of the children and the 
amounts of insurance drawn.
